PROCEDURE AT DOHENY FOR OBTAINING TRANSFER OF CREDIT CLEARANCE 

(A transfer of credit clearance is necessary for a student who wishes to take a course at 
another institution and receive credit for the course at MSHC. See Transfer Credit Policy, 
MSMC 76-78 Bulletin , pp. 37-38.) 

1. The student chooses a course at another institution and makes a copy of the course 
information from that catalog. 

2. The student sees Gail Anthony in the A. A. Office, Building 7, for the Transfer of 
Credit Clearance form. The student completes information requested, including the 
course description. 

3. The student's advisor signs the form if approval is given to take the course. 

4. The student leaves the form with Sister Margaret Anne in the A. A. Office to be sent 
to the department chairperson for approval. 

5. If approval is received, Sister Margaret Anne signs the form and sends it to the 
Office of the Registrar at Doheny to be placed in the student's file. 

6. The student will be notified in either case as to whether approval was given or 
withheld. 

7. At the end of the term or session, the student requests the registrar of the other 
institution to send a transcript of credit for the course to the Office of the 
Registrar, MSMC Doheny Campus, 10 Chester Place, Los Angeles, CA 90007. 

INTERCAMPUS TRANSFER PROCEDURE 

(The Intercampus Transfer is an application procedure for students who wish to transfer from 
the Doheny Campus to the Chalon Campus of Mount St. Mary's College.) 

1. The student discusses the possibility of transferring to Chalon with her advisor. 
(See Admissions: Advanced Standing, MSMC 76-76 Bulletin , p. 37.) 

2. The student asks for the Intercampus Transfer form from Sister Julia Mary in the 
Admissions Office, Building 7. 

3. The student completes the form and gets both her advisor's signature and recommen- 
dation, and the Dean's signature and recommendation. 

4. The Dean sends the completed form to the Director of Admissions at the Chalon Cam- 
pus for final consideration of the transfer application. 

5. The student will be notified by the Chalon Admissions office as to the final decis- 
ion of the Admissions Committee. 

NOTE: Ordinarily, at least one term is completed on campus before an application 
is processed. 

PROCEDURE FOR T-TITHDRAIJING FROM MOUNT ST. MARY'S COLLEGE, DOHENY CAMPUS 

(A student must officially withdraw in order to leave the college during a semester and re- 
main in good academic standing. Withdrawal is also necessary in order to notify t'.e Business 
Office so that any possible refunds can be made.) 

1. The student consults with her advisor to discuss the situation. 

2. The student asks for the Honorable Dismissal form, as well as the Withdrr* -si From 
Class form from Sister Helen Vincent in the Registrar's Office, Building 10. 

3. The student completes all the information requested on the forms and sees her course 
instructors for their signatures. 

4. The student sees her advisor for signature of both forms. 

5. The student takes the Honorable Dismissal form to the Academic Dean for final inter- 
view and signature, and then returns both completed forms to the Registrar's Office. 
NOTE: Refunds are calculated from the date that these forms are filed.

FROM SISTER 1IARY WILLIAMS, ACADEMIC DEAN ; 

As we look ahead to plan the weekend of Honors, Baccalaureate, and Graduation, we want to re- 
spond to the m!y people who would like to see the schedule of these events rethought.

Our effort is to 
help more people attend (e.g., parents who live at a distance who cannot travel to Los Angeles 
for two successive weekends) and to make changes for the purpose of improving the celebration 
and honoring our graduates.

INTERVIEW: MARY ANNE STERLING, ASSISTANT DIRECTOR OF ADMISSIONS & FINANCIAL AID 
by Gail Anthony 

What are human services and how will the development of human services at Mount 
St. Mary's College benefit students at the Doheny Campus? The answers come from 
Ms. Mary Anne Sterling, Assistant Director of Admissions and Financial Aid, who is 
working with the college in developing enrollment in human services programs. Mary 
Anne's position is newly created and available to the college because of a government 
AIDP grant (Advanced Institutional Development Program) for human services development, 

In Mary Anne's job, the priorities are community awareness of and recruitment 
of students for the new human services programs that the Mount is initiating this 
coming Fall semester. The nex* academic programs at Doheny will be: 1) physical 
therapy assistant, 2) respiratory therapy assistant, and 3) medical secretary. 
Besides having these new options for majors, by Fall '78 students at Doheny will bene- 
fit from a new center which will house a counseling office for personal and academic 
needs and an office of career counseling and job placement, as well as a learning 
resource center for tutorial and self-paced instruction. By expanding academic pro- 
grams and services in the human services area, the Mount will be even more valuable 
to the Los Angeles community. 

Mary Anne sees herself in her new position as a liaison between the community 
and the college, between students interested in the college and the human services 
programs. Her objectives in recruiting are twofold: to increase enrollment in the 
new programs and therefore in the total college as well, and to publicize the new 
programs. Mary Anne assists students with information and procedures for financial 
aid assistance appropriate to each person's needs. Mary Anne's recruiting efforts 
so far this Fall and Winter have taken her to over 180 high schools and community 
colleges. She has also been making initial contacts and following up with community 
agencies. The Spring will find Mary Anne with more regular office hours (Monday- 
Friday, 9:00-5:00) in Building #7 at Doheny, receiving and processing applications 
for admissions and financial aid, still dealing directly with students applying to 
Doheny Campus. Mary Anne also plans to deal with the problems and concerns of pros- 
pective applicants and enrolled students. 

Even before joining the college administrative staff in September 1977, Mary 
Anne was involved in academic and human services occupations. Her most recent job 
experience was with CETA (Comprehensive Education and Training Act), a federally- 
funded agency for the economically and educationally disadvantaged. Familiar with 
academic and urban surroundings, Mary Anne holds a B.A. in Spanish from the Mount, 
worked with College Relations and Admissions after her graduation in 1975, and has 
travelled and studied in Mexico and Spain.

Eight second-year majors in the Pre-School program will have completed 
over 180 hours or student teaching by the end of next week. The 
following comments sum up their experiences: 

Patience, concern and love are very important elements when working 
with developmentally-delayed children. This is what I have learned 
while doing my student-teaching at the Exceptional Children's Founda- 
tion. Being involved with these types of children has helped me to 
become aware of people's needs and to accept people as they are. 

My experiences while student-teaching at MSMC's Child Development 
Center were very helpful. I learned that every child is different, 
and their differences are what make them special. The staff helped 
me by allowing me the room to make errors, and from these errors I 
learned what to do and what not to do. The staff also supplied me 
with different ideas, and they encouaged me to try out my own ideas. 
I learned a lot in a short period of time; I only wish it could have 
lasted longer. 

I .did my student-teaching at L.A. Trade Tech Child Development Center, 
and my master teacher was Mary Norman. It was a wonderful and inter- 
esting experience working with so many children. It's a time that I 
will never forget, and I wish it would never end. 

My teaching experience was very rewarding to me in that I now know 
how to go about teaching young children what they should and want to 
know. The people I worked with were great in helping me out when I 
needed it, too. 

Being a student teacher helped me to reinforce my own views on working 
with young children. There are so many professional opinions on this 
subject (i.e., the manner in which to teach young children) that it 
seems at times a bit confusing — until one actually starts working with 
children and seeing others work with them. The student teacher then 
begins to see many things being done that she might disagree with, 
and maybe even more techniques of teaching that she agrees with. The 
important factor, however, is that she becomes aware of HERSELF and 
HER feelings about what is best for the young child. 

I don't think I'll-'ever *again experience the unique opportunity of 
teaching normal as. 4 well V s physically and mentally handicapped young 
children all in one room as I did at Salvin School. At times it was 
frustrating, but as I look back now, those times were the most chal- 
lenging. I learned to look at each child as an individual with the 
potential of developing to his fullest. The whole experience was a 
good base for my career ladder in education. (Poornima is the first 
A. A. student to have done her student teaching in a L.A. Unified 
School District site.) 

Working as a student teacher was a great experience for me because, 
before this term, I was only acquiring theories about children; now 
I am putting these theories into practice. 

Supervised teaching at Mount St. Mary's Child Development Center was 
a very valuable and enjoyable experience for me. Working with the 
teachers and children gave me an opportunity to apply what I have 
studied and this has made me aware of my own strengths and weaknesses

FINANCIAL AID INFORMATION 

IMPORTANT REMINDERS AND INFORMATION 

1. Student Eligibility Reports from BEOG - ALL THREE COPIES - should be sent to the 
Financial Aid Office as soon as they are received. 

2. SUMMER ADDRESS - If you will not be at the address that you submitted on your 
finacial aid application, be sure to leave a summer address with us- There will 
be a deadline date on each award letter and award letters not signed and returned 
by the deadline will be cancelled and the campus based funds and the MSMC funds 
will be given to other needy students. 

3. AWARD LETTERS - Students who had complete financial aid files by the deadline of 
April 1st (April 15th for Cal Grant recipients) will receive award letters by 
May 31st if they are to receive college or federal campus based funds. Renewal 
Cal Grant awards on these letters will be estimated. The balance of the award 
letters will be completed during June and July. AWARDS ARE NOT FINAL UNTIL the 
2nd SEMESTER GPA's ARE VERIFIED. Students with GPA's below 2.0 are not eligible 
for MSMC or government funds. Cal Grants A and B renewals will be announced on 
July 7th - after that date, awards will be finalized and revised when necessary. 

*+. PACKAGING - This year one application made the student eligible for any type of 
funds that are available through MSMC - this includes federal funds and college 
funds. The packaging process is as follows: 

1st Round - All students who met the deadline (March 1st for incoming students 
and April 1st or 15th for continuing students) were packaged first in NEED 
order - students with the greatest need first, and so on. 

2nd Round - All students who had complete files by May 9th were included on 
the computer listing of needy students and will be funded in the second 
round with available funds. MANY FUNDS WERE USED UP IN THE FIRST ROUND. 

3rd Round - Students who completed their files after May 9th will be funded 
in need order with the funds available. 

This year some students will be awarded a Federally Insured Student Loan as part 
of their package. If this is a new loan, you will receive information on 
applying for it during the summer. The State is taking over this loan program 
in California and we will be receiving new forms. If this is a renewal loan, 
you can pick up the applications in the Financial Aid Office now. Most banks 
will not accept the applications until June. 

5. REGISTRATION - There will be one less line to stand in for registration. Students 
receiving government funds will not have to come to the financial aid office for 
clearance and the half-sheet. The business office and financial aid office have 
worked together to combine the award letter and the half-sheet. Students having 
loans (except federally insured student loans) will have to make an appointment 
with Sister Jeanne Anne to sign the promissory notes at the end of summer before 
registration day. 

6. There are still students who have not submitted all required financial aid forms 
NO CONSIDERATION WILL BE GIVEN FOR ANY CAMPUS BASED FEDfc,.: T . FUNDS OR MSMC FUNDS 
UNTIL ALL THESE FORMS ARE ON FILE.
